Manila, Feb. 7.—Late yesterday Cen- 


tral Hale's brigade advanced and took 
tbe waterworks at Singalon. Four com- 
panies of the Nebraska regeiment and a 
part of tbe Utah battery, with two field 
funs and two Hotchkiss guns, met the 
tnemy on the bill a half-mile out, and a 
•harp engagement took place, in which 
the Nebraskang loat one dead and tbree 
wounded. 


Dr. Young, formerly quartermaster 


aergeant in the third artillery, was 
wounded, captured and brutally mur- 
dered, and his body when recovered was 
found to have been horribly mutilated. 
The Filipinos were driven back, retiring 
in bad order and carrying with them the 
valves and heads of the «teamchef>t and 
cylinder of the pumping machinery. 


General Overahine's brigade advanced 


and took Paranaque, capturing two 
field guns. They met with no opposition. 


General McArthur's division advanced 


beyond Gagalangin. without toss, tbe 
enemy retreating upon Caloocan. 


The Americans now have the steam car 


line to Malabon, and 600 marines, with 
four Maxime, have been landed from the 
fleet on the beach, north of the city. 


The Third artillery, on the main road,

covered the advance of the Kansas

troops. 


Among the important points captured 


was a strong embrasured earthwork 
within sight of Caloocan. 


There was considerable firing from 


the upper windows of the houses in the 
native quarters of the city last night, but 
no casualties have been reported as the 
result. 


The signal corps were compelled to run 


their lines along the firing line during 
the fighting and, consequently, there 
were frequent interruptions of commu- 
nication, owing to the cutting of the 
wires, and the signal men were ordered 
to kill without hesitancy any one who 
attempted to interfere with the lines. 


Aguinaldo, the rebel leader, issued 


two proclamations on Saturday and 
Sunday. The first declares the Amer- 
icans opened the fight, and calls upon 
the Filipino congress to suspend the 
constitution. 


The second says: "We have fought 


our ancient oppressors without arms, 
and we now trust to God to defend us 
apninst the foreign invaders." 


The Nebraskans have recovered the 


lost parts of the pumping machinery 
of the waterworks, which assures a ] 
•reedy resumption of the water supply 
of the city. 
| 


The Americans, as this dispatch is 


«ent, at 3.45 p. m., arein complete control 
of the situation within a radius of nine 
miles of Manila, the.ir lines extending to 
Malabon on the nortfh and to Paranaque 
on the south, are fully 25 miles long. 


While a few detached bodies of the 


enemy still offer desultory opposition, 
the main body of the rebels Is in full re- 
treat and utterly routed. 


Of the hordes of troops originally drawn 
up in battle array against the Americans, 
fully one-third are already incapacitated 
and the others are scattered in every di- 
rection. 


The terrible loss of the rebels may be 


gathered from the fact that 1GO of them 
were buried in one rice flfeld on Monday, 
near Pasas, and that 87 were interred 
between Pace and Santa Rna. A con- 
verted river gunboat did terrible execu- 
tion among the rebels, sweeping both 
banks of the river with her gatl-ingguns 
and her heavier battery. Hundreds of 
Filipinos undoubtedly crawled into the 
canebrakes and died there like stricken 
deer. 


The Americans are working nobly in 


their efforts to find the wounded and are 
bringing hundreds of suffering rebels 
into the hospitals for ti-eatment. The 
natives are unable to understand the 
humane motives which prompt the vic- 
tors to succor the wounded of the enemy. 


The correspondent of the Associat- 


ed Press is informed that some members 
»f the hospital corps have made the start- 
ling discovery that there are se\erarl 
women, in masculine uniform and with 
thfir hair cropped, among the dead. 


The chief of the Vgorotes, the Filipino 


natives who fought eo gallantly in the 
face of our military fire with their hows 
and arrows, is in a hospital suffering 
from a shattered thigh. He admits that 
he never saw modern artillery and wan 
Ignorant of its effects until ho and his 
follower* met the disastrous fir? of Sun- 
day morning. TWb chief is blttery in- 
censed against the T»ft-aro« for plaoir R 
the Vgorotfs in frnnt of the American 
battery under the pretence that th»y 
were sent to occupy a post'of honor, and 
intimate* that the Vgorote* will avenge 
this treachery when the survivors return 
north.

many of the'Filipino officials of this city 
dlnapppared from Manila a* noon a* 
RotUMMe* commenced. Home of them nr«

The inhabitants of the city, gen- 
erally believed that a battle was raging 
at their doors, lig-hts were extinguished 
inside the dwellings and a majority of 
the people were in a state of terror. Un- 
der the circumstances it" is remarkable 
that no casualties were reported. Sev- 
eia! shots were fired across the river dur- 
ing the excitement.

A Filipino colonel came out this morn- 


ing from Caloocan under a Hag of truce. 
Several American officers promptly went 
to meet hiiv., but v.licn tlio parties met 
the Filjpinos opened tire.

former losses of the Filipinos, but say* 
"slavery is bitter." and^alls upon them 
to "sacrifice all upon the- altar of honor 
and natiotnal integrity."

an ai med conllicl, but claims that all his 
efforts "were useless before the un- 
measured pride of the American repre- 
sentatives." whom he charges with hav- 
ing treated him as a rebel, "because T 
defended the interests of my country 
and would not become the instrument 
of their dastardly intentions."

In Winslow a woman was seen to leave 
a quarantined house and cross the street, 
entering- a dwelling not under restric- 
tion. On the plains in Waterville, where 
but three houses are quarantined, 20 
cases were unofficially reported. Several 
other houses w ill be placed in quarantine 
today. Citizens desire the state board ot 
health to take charge of quarantine reg- 
ulations for the safety of the public. 


THE DREYFUS CASE. 


Paris, Feb. 7.—The criminal section 


of the court of cassation has concluded 
Its inquiry into the Dreyfus trial and 
formally declared it closed at today's 
sitting. It will now refer the whole mat- 
ter, with the new light developed during 
the inquiry, to the procurator general, 
who will be required to report his opin- 
ion to th? criminal section of the court 
of cassation, which will pronounce a 
decision unless the government's revis- 
ion bill is adopted, in which case the 
matter will go before the united courts 
of cassation, instead of before the crim- 
inal 'section alone. 


SHODDY MILL BURNED. 


Holyoke, 
Mass., Feb. 7.—Cotanor 


Brothers' shoddy mill at Bigelow and 
Cabot streets, was burned this morning. 
The loss is $20,000, fully covered by in- 
surance. The fire started at 8 o'clock by 
a spark from a "picker" and quickly 
spread through the loose cotton.

OTIS REPOKTS. 


Estimates Our Loss and Also That of the 


Filipinos In Battle. 


"Washington, Feb. 7.—The war depart- 


ment today received the following dis- 
patch from General Otis: 


Manila, Feb. 7. 


Adjutant General, Washington: 


The insurgent army concentrated 


around Manila from Luzon provinces, 
numbering- over 20,000, possessing sev- 
eral Muk-k-firing and Krupp guns. Good 
portion of eirsmy armed with Mausers, 
latest pattern.

manv rifles captured. Insurgents fired 
great quantity of ammunition. Quite a 
number of Spanish soldiers in insur- 
gent service vho served artillery.
